Moro teaches feeding a document to a document table and using a 
sensor to determine the length of a document, and based on this length, the size of the document is sensed. One of the ordinary skill in 
the art would understand that determining the length of a document reads on determining maximum size of a document (column 7,lines 
45-55 and column 8,lines 37-44). 
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
